MINDS BLOWN IN SAG HARBOR — 

Sag Harbor was the scene of confusion late 
Saturday night as dozens of people were 
found wandering the streets aimlessly with 
dazed looks in their eyes. Police were called 
to investigate. “At first we naturally suspected 
some controlled substances were involved,” 
said Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch,

A Challenge to Visit All Six of the Windmill Antilles in the Atlantic

have a friend who says he has visited every 
continent on the planet. J] have another friend 
who says he has visited every state except 
North Dakota. Well, okay, you are here in 
the Hamptons, and you should make it your 
business to visit all of the Windmill Antilles. 


_ They are the six islands that are just offshore 


of this place: Robin’s Island, Gardiner’s Island, 
Fisher’s Island, Shelter cae Plum Island and 
Block Island. 

The Windmill Antilles is called that because 
almost all of them have a windmill. Visiting 
all six, which is not easy to do, is considered 
by locals in these parts to be the “double 
tri-fecta” (3 x 2). It’s not easily do-able and 
only a few have done it, and that’s because 
two of the islands are private, one is exclusive, 
one is off-limits and only two invite people 
to come. Nevertheless, it’s possible to do if 
you know the right people. Here is a bit 
about each of the Windmill Antilles, from west 
to east. 

Incidentally, the Windmill Antilles does not 
include Martha’s Vineyard, Nantucket or Cutty 
Hunk, which also have windmills on them. 
Those islands comprise the Shetland Antilles 
and are in another jurisdiction. 


ROBIN’S ISLAND 

Status: Private

Breaking Apple 


The Backstory of How Apple Worked It Out, Also How to Save the Earth

APPLE & ROCKETS 

A s you know, when the terrorists were shot 

in San Bernardino, the iPhone from one of 
them was found, but the contents of it could 
not be retrieved. The government then asked 
Apple to unlock the phone, Apple refused, and 
the battle between security and privacy was 
headed to the Supreme Court in a legal battle 
that neither side wanted. 

Last week, the matter was resolved without 
having to do that. Here is what the public has 
been told, together with, in parentheses, a 
cynic’s view of what really happened. 

The government, using technical help from a 
small private independent company (consisting 
of Apple techies who have been temporarily 
fired and are now a new, private company), has 
succeeded in unlocking the terrorist’s phone 
(the techies set up the security wall in the 
first place), making further demands on Apple 
unnecessary. Apple has now requested that the 
government give Apple the information on how 
this private company did that. (Uh, no.) 


CLIMATE CHANGE SOLUTION. 
I have been puzzled at the fact that there 
is no worldwide effort to ope a way to get all 


the carbon dioxide out of the atmosphere. It’s 
been said that the amount of carbon dioxide 
in the atmosphere is so many billion tons that 
it would be a monumental task to somehow 
neutralize it. 

So I’ve come up with a solution myself. I really 
think this is practical. Years ago, people were 
concerned about space debris, the stuff that we 
send up to monitor the weather or look at the 
stars that, after a while, ceases to be useful. It 
just keeps going around and around. 

Here’s my plan. We get together with all the 
countries that have the capability to shoot 
small metal capsules up into space, and agree 
to all build small and simple space capsules 
that could circle the earth for dozens of years. 
These capsules would have filters on the front, 


_ similar to filters you seein vacuum cleaners, air 


cleaners and clothes dryers. As the capsules 
go around and around endlessly, the carbon 
dioxide gets caught up in the filters and is 
removed from the atmosphere. With a lot of 
these, the carbon dioxide would be rounded up 
on a massive scale in very short order. 


Each of these capsules would be built with 


mechanical triggers inside that could be 
activated by signals from a space center. With 
one signal, the filter would be ejected from the 
capsule toward the ground. Gravity would soon 


assist it, and a small parachute would open and 
take it the rest of the way. With another signal, 
a second filter that was behind the first, would 
click into place to replace the first. There could 
be a dozen or more filters waiting to be used 
inside like this. In the end, when empty, the 
capsule would burn up in the atmosphere and 
that would be the end of it. 

The key to this of course is that the capsules 
circle the earth effortlessly, fast and without 
fuel, for years and years. The other key is that 
we have filters that remove carbon dioxide. 
Yes, we do. 

In the end, the filters would parachute down 
and we would make sure they arrive on land, 
not in the sea, by signaling the eject device at 
the appropriate moment. There might be a lot 
of them. But they would not be heavy enough 
to injure anybody. Instead, people could round 
them up and bring them to collection stations, 
in the same way we bring in soda bottles for 
recycling. The people could be compensated. 
In the collection stations, the filters would be 
cleaned and sent off to do the job again, while 
the removed carbon dioxide would be simply 
buried down where we got carbon in the first 
place—into the Earth. That is real recycling. 

Thus we will save Florida. But we will have to 
act fast. @&

The highlight of his career was when his team, 
the St. Louis Cardinals, made it to the World 
Series. It was the only occasion he played in 
the World Series, and he batted 6 for 19 in 5 
games, including one game where he went 4 
for 5 with 3 RBIs. On the other side were Ted 
Williams and the Boston Red Sox. Williams only 
batted 5 for 25. The Cardinals won. Later, after 
he retired, Garagiola appeared before Senate 
Committee Chairman Senator Edwin Johnson 
who was holding hearings about whether 
baseball owners might have “tampered” with 
his play in order to lure him to another team. 
He replied, “Senator, how can you tamper with 
a .250 hitter?” 

After he retired, his charming aw-shucks 
demeanor brought him to the attention of 
the broadcast industry. He was a play-by-play 
baseball announcer for NBC for nearly 30 years, 
calling three World Series, three All Star Games 
and three National League Championships. He 
wrote books about his baseball career. He also 
became a TV personality. He was a guest host 
on Johnny Carson’s Tonight Show several times, 
including the night when John Lennon and Paul 
McCartney appeared on the show. He was part 
of the panel on game shows (He Said, She Said; — 
To Tell the Truth) he met celebrities, politicians 
and royalty and, as alifelong Republican, became 
pals with President Gerald Ford, did campaign 
ads with him and was with him watching the 
election returns when Ford lost his attempt to 
get a second term. He won a Peabody, the Ford 
Frick Award and was inducted into the National 
Sportscasters and Sportswriters Association 
Hall of Fame. 

You probably don’t know wherel’m going with 
this story, so I'll tell you. At the present time 
we have three very sorry-looking Republicans 
still vying to be the Republican nominee 
for President. John Kasich is too lethargic, 
Ted Cruz is so unpopular that it’s said if 
another senator shot him on the Senate floor 
and the trial was in the Senate, the senators 
would vote not to convict. And then there’s 
Donald Trump. 

I think the Republicans should run Joe 
Garagiola for President this November. He’s 
been a baseball player, a sports commentator, 
an actor, a TV game show panelist, a guest host 
on The Tonight Show, a friend of politicians 
and celebrities, and everybody likes him.

cadre of Hamptons parents were up in arms 
this week upon learning that their teenage 
children would be performing in an end-of-year 
production of Alain Boublil’s epic musical, Les 
Misérables. The group of concerned mothers, 
and one father, is not taking umbrage with 
the play referencing prostitution, child abuse, 
unwed mothers or criminals—the issue has to 
do with the financial status of its characters. 
“We’ve had quite enough of our children 
being forced to play poor people,” Jeannie 
Knowles said, representing the views of her 
newly formed group, Hamptons Parents’ Voice 
(HPV), at Thursday’s Hamptons School Board 
meeting. “Our kids have played beggars in 
Oliver!, orphans in Annie, poor gangsters in 
West Side Story and Oakies in that ill-conceived 
Grapes of Wrath adaptation you tried,” Knowles 
said, barely containing her fury. “When does 
it end?” 


empathize with them in his real life, and that 
will certainly not do him any good in the grown- 
up world,” she continued. “Imagine where that 
would get him should Tucker ever have to 
gentrify a ghetto and replace homes with a 
shopping mall or a luxury hotel,” Knowles 
added. “Empathy for the poor won’t do him any 
favors if he needs to frack farmland or dump 
toxic waste near a school—and I won’t have 
weakness or doubt poison my legacy.” 

Several HPV members shared _ similar 
feelings, but the board dismissed their concerns 
out of hand. 

“Your children don’t actually have to try 
out for this play,” Capsicum said, “but I think 
it might behoove all of you to consider what 


you're saying, and whether this is truly the 
message you want for your kids.” 

Knowles and her cohorts said sitting out 
this play and allowing other students to 
succeed in place of their children would be 
equally damaging. 

“No, you will address this and find a new play, 
full of strong, wealthy and powerful characters,” 
she said. “Let other kids, the actual poor 
kids, play the poor supporting cast while our 
children subjugate them onstage.” 

Capsicum and other board members were 
mostly mum after the meeting, saying only, “We 
will consider all options, but auditions must 
continue soon if we want this play to be ready 
for shows in June.” && 
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The show must not go on! 


Based on Victor Hugo’s 1862 novel about 
love, transformation and the long-term effects 
of the French Revolution on society in 19th 


century France, Les Misérables’ first Broadway — 


run lasted from 1987-2003, but it was revived 
from 2006-2008, and again in 2014 following the 
Oscar-winning 2012 film adaption starring Hugh 
Jackman, Anne Hathaway and Russell Crowe. 
The current Broadway run of Les Miz will close 
in September. 

“This is a celebration of the play and an 
acknowledgement of its closing on Broadway 
this year,” Hamptons School Board president 
Gary Capsicum explained defending the choice. 
“I’m sorry if this displeases you, but the show 
will go on.” 

Knowles argues that embodying the roles of 
poor and downtrodden “low people” could be 
harmful to student actors’ self esteem, not to 
mention their ability to succeed in the future. 

“These roles, playing dirty, unwashed, 
barefoot and pregnant bums—no matter how 
difficult their circumstances—plants seeds for 
failure and doubt in our kids,” Knowles said. 
“Allowing my son Tucker to become such a 
person onstage opens the door for him to

Newport Folk Festival Clips Debut at Bay Street 


BY DANIEL KOONTZ 


ay Street Theater and the Sag Harbor Center 
For The Arts is hosting a screening of Newport 
Folk Festival: A Retrospective on Friday, April 8 at 
8 p.m. Compiled by film archivist and documentarian 
Joe Lauro, the footage will feature full performances 
by many of the legends who appeared at the Newport 
Folk Festival between 1963 and 1965, all filmed by the 
documentarian Murray Lerner. This means seminal 
performances from the hot performers of the era— 
like a baby-faced Bob Dylan and his mentor Joan 
Baez—as well as from the many rediscoveries who 
found late fame and glory in those heady years—like 
Mississippi John Hurt and Reverend Gary Davis. 
“It’s a balance between the guys who were new 
on the scene at the time and the traditional folk 
musicians,” says Lauro. “So there’s Peter, Paul and 
Mary, Dylan, Judy Collins, and a very young Phil 
Ochs as well as the visceral, raw performances of 
groups like the Georgia Sea Island Singers and the 
Reverend Robert Wilkins. There’s also some great 
footage of Doc Watson playing with Bill Monroe—it 
was Doc’s first big gig.” As an added bonus at the 
Bay Street screening, Murray Lerner himself will be 
on hand to talk about the film and answer questions. 
In the history of music, there are a few artifacts 
that managed to achieve legendary status without 
ever having seen the light of day. They are the “lost” 
masterpieces. There’s the original Smile album, 
Brian Wilson’s unfinished tour de force, of which the 
listening public got only glimpses for years. There’s 
the unreleased Amazing Grace, a 1971 concert film of 
Aretha Franklin in her absolute prime, recording the 
bestselling gospel album ever produced. And then 
there’s this footage of the Newport Folk Festival. 
“Lerner’s really been waiting for the right moment,” 
says Lauro. “Most of these performances have never 
been seen.” 


Bob Dylan goes electric! 


Enthusiasts have gotten tantalizing glimpses of 
Lerner’s material over the years. In 1967, Lerner 
released a film called Festival, which captured the 
excitement of the concerts but which suffered 
from the reduction of musicians’ performances to 
fragmentary excerpts. Then, a few years ago, the 
footage featuring Bob Dylan’s appearances at the 
Newport Folk Festival surfaced in a DVD release 
titled The Other Side of the Mirror. The public was 
finally able to see these classic Dylan performances, 
including the very moment when Dylan went electric. 
This was a most welcome addition to the Dylan 
canon, but for hardcore folkies it: only whet their 
appetite for the rest of the film. This feeling is 
especially acute because so little good footage exists 
of amazing performers like Mississippi John Hurt 
and Reverend Gary Davis—and Lerner’s black and 
white footage of these artists is crystal clear 


with very good sound quality. 

Lauro plans additional screenings of the material 
going forward, with an eventual goal of producing a 
full-length documentary. “There was an interesting 
conflict in the folk world at the time between 
the traditionalists like Pete Seeger and the more 
modernist performers—and it really played out at 
Newport. That’s what I think the film will focus on.” 

The Internet seems to have ushered in an age 
when many of the “lost” masterpieces are finding 
their way to release—if only as a means to counter 
illegal bootlegs. In 2011, Brian Wilson’s Smile was 


finally cobbled together from incomplete recordings. 
Word has it that we might finally get to see Franklin’s 
Amazing Grace—that is, if delicate negotiations with 
the Queen of Soul don’t break down. And now, 
Joe Lauro’s finally revealing the long anticipated 
Newport Folk Festival footage, right here at Bay 
Street Theater. Folkies rejoice!

Tutto Il Giorno. A Treat for Every Day

t takes a chef who is very confident in his food, 

in his craft and in his restaurant to respond with, 
“Doesn’t matter! Everything is frozen!” when asked 
what menu items he recommends. 

How’s the tuna tartare? Fresh from 7-Eleven, just 
down the street, apparently. Maurizio Marfoglia, 
executive chef and managing partner of Sag Harbor’s 
Tutto I] Giorno, never misses a beat. “We just have 
a giant microwave in the back,” he reveals, as he 
pretends to give away the restaurant’s best-kept 
secret. But he isn’t fooling anyone. We were there on 
April Fool’s Day, afterall. 

The secret sauce to the success of the popular 
Italian restaurant is in its meticulously crafted menu, 
which is at once innovative and comfortable; and its 
inviting but chic ambience. The combination of the 
two resonates with locals and visitors alike, as both 
the Sag Harbor and Southampton locations remain 


open year-round, spurring the recent creation of a 


third branch, in New York’s Tribeca neighborhood. 

Those well versed in feng shui organize their spaces 
in such a way as to promote a calming environment. 
Driving into Sag Harbor on a Friday evening and 
seeing available parking spots has the same effect on 
one’s psyche. Blinker on. Pull in. Silence. No honking 
horns. No road rage. No fear of hitting the car next to 
you when you open the door. The only thoughts are 
of the tantalizing dinner that awaits. 

The Sag Harbor location is Tutto’s original. Situated 
on Bay Street, the restaurant is housed in what could 


easily moonlight as a seafarer’s home reminiscent 
of the village’s bygone whaling days. Large-paned 


windows overlook the harbor from the bar, and. 


during the summer months, the restaurant plays 
host to an inviting outdoor dining scene. 

A front corner table was open on a recent Friday 
night, two of its sides flanked by the comfy banquettes 
that surround the restaurant’s perimeter. Diners are 
invited to settle into the many pillows that cover 
the banquettes. The effect further blurs the line 
between a restaurant and an upscale-but-homey 
personal kitchen. 

Tutto has a handful of signature drinks, but the 
bartender is more than open to crafting a cocktail 
that fits your preference. The Mint Limonata, made 
with vodka, mint, limoncello, fresh lemon juice and 
a splash of soda, was refreshing, evoking summer 
memories. It proved to be the perfect complement 
to the sunset as night settled over the harbor. 
Warm bread came next, but be forewarned—you do 
not want to nosh on too much before the main 
courses arrive. 

Tutto [] Giorno crafts its Southern Italian menu 
with local influences. Dining is appropriately divided 
into four courses—antipasti, primi piatti, secondi 
piatti and dessert. 

A satisfying tapas-style meal could be made from 
just the antipasti menu. A delightfully fresh spicy 
tuna tartare, served with marinated cucumbers and 
avocado, is a seafood lover’s dream, while Italian 
purists will be seduced by the burrata ‘served with 
organic tomatoes and fresh basil. A wild mushroom 


polenta with truffles is a sweet treat for those who 
aren’t quite ready to order the tiramisu—which 
should, certainly, be ordered at the end of the 
meal. The combination of textures between the slick 
truffles and more substantial polenta makes for a 
unique, delicate way to whet the palate. 

Primi piatti dishes consist of pasta in every 
iteration—linguine, rigatoni, penne, spaghetti. 
Sweet and hot homemade sausages dance with 
peas and oversized rigatoni in a vodka sauce that’s 
just a tad spicy. The seafood-inspired tagliolini is 
flavor-packed with squid ink tagliolini, bay scallops, 
shrimp, calamari, Calabrian peppers and tomato 
sauce. But seafood lovers would be remiss not to 
order the branzino, a staple among the secondi 
piatti selections. Imported Mediterranean sea bass 
is poached in white wine and served with fresh 
tomatoes. The chef lets the fish speak for itself— 
complicated combinations of flavors are not needed, 
and the light bites disappear quickly. 

Care should be taken, however, to save room for 
dessert. The dessert menu isn’t printed, only recited 
at the end the meal by a server who acts as if he is 
letting you in on an age-old family recipe. ane maybe 


he is.

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Getting Our Frico On at Almond

For most Hamptons eateries 
it would have been a very 
busy Wednesday in April, but 
at Bridgehampton hot spot, 
Almond Bar & Restaurant, it 
was business as usual. Fabian, 
who was twice named a Dan’s 
Best of the Best Waiter in the 
Hamptons, was our server. 
Great start.’ Unfortunately 
for my. dining partner, Chef 
Bunnii Brine, Fabian is such a good server that he 
doesn’t have time to flirt back intensely. 

_ At Fabian’s suggestion I ordered a Honey Negroni 
of Barr Hill Gin, Carpano Antica Formula Vermouth 
and the requisite Campari. It was quite good, not 
overly sweet despite the “honey” in the name. Bunnii 
remarked that its smell and taste complemented my 
perfume that evening. The drink’s color was nearly 
as red as the beautiful bottle that my Forever Red by 
Elizabeth Arden perfume sports. Ah, the discoveries 
to be made by an epicure. 

Bunnii was quite pleased with her Lean, Mean & 
Green cocktail of Appleton Rum, Cynar Artichoke 
Liqueur and ginger syrup with a lime wedge. She 
declared it, “delicious and not sweet at all, which is 
refreshing. It looks kind of like a Long Island Iced Tea, 
but it’s so much better!” 

Bunnii started with Roasted Asparagus with 
- parmesan frico, Aleppo pepper and a North Fork 
egg, asking that the soy truffle vinaigrette be held— 
because she is gluten sensitive. The asparagus was 
tender, the only possible improvement upon nature 
being a touch of char. Bunnii delighted in the ground 


celery and cilantro microgreens atop the dish. | 
ordered the Brussels Sprouts Hot & Cold. Under their 


thin sheet of. cheese, the sprouts delivered every~ 


kind of umami. Squeeze some lemon over it and 
it’s all that a Caesar salad should be—crunchy and 
luscious with a bit of a bite. 

We also ordered Citrus Marinated Olives to 
share. I’ve been cooking from Hillary Davis’s French 
cookbooks at home lately and wondering what’s up 
with adding citrus to olives, which are so great on 
their own. Should I, or shouldn’t J? Turns out that 
citrus is a nice touch. Served in a Quilted Crystal jam 
jar, the olives looked great too. 

How much do we love that Almond’s menu 
mentions East End farmers including Marilee Foster 
(beans), Holly Browder (eggs) and Art Ludlow 
(cheese) by first name? Very much. 

I was long overdue to try the much-touted Montauk 
Fishburger. It seemed as though our table’s candle 
flickered along to the beat of the groovy music 
playing from overhead as I chomped down. Served 
on a locally sourced bun with sliced tomato and raw 
Spanish onion, this burger of local skate and yellow 
fin tuna and Thimble Islands kelp hits all the marks. 
Crispy on the outside, smooth and rich on the inside. 
Served with kim chee made in Almond’s basement 
and their signature skins-on fries, it was a substantial 
meal. The kim chee is more about a rolling hit of 
heat than it is about a “hot-and-run” powerhouse of 
heat. It should please both the kim chee maven and 
the kim chee novice. Bunnii ordered the Marinated 
Hangar Steak Bordelaise with a side of fries—fries 
covered with melted Gruyere. She commented on the 
meat, “Amazing. I can cut through it with my fork.” 
She took a doggie bag of about half of the steak home 
with her to make a very special Chef Bunnii breakfast 


My first (but not last) Montauk Fishburger 


the next morning. 

Local wineries’ bottles on Almond’s wine list 
appear in bold for your quaffing pleasure. They 
include Channing Daughters, Paumanok and Shinn. 
We’ve been meaning to explore more of Channing 
Daughters offerings but both Bunnii and I had to 
drive home, so we restrained ourselves. Bunnii was 
assured that the Chocolate Pot De Créme is gluten 
free so she did indulge in that—and raved about its 
smoked almond-studded fabulousness. 

I ordered the Sticky Toffee Date Cake with creme 
fraiche ice cream. They had me at toffee sauce. 
Créme fraiche ice cream may be how every meal 
under Almond’s pressed-tin ceiling should sweetly 
end—richness on richness. @&
